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We Ask the Council Candidates 


“How Would You Balance Budget?” 


This is the third article pro- 
viding readers with the re- 
sponses of candidates for the 
city council to questions posed 
by the News Review. The sub- 
ject for this question is balanc- 
ing the city budget. In a sec- 
ond article in this issue, we 
provide the answers to the 
question we raised concerning 
the city assuming additional 
powers. The full question 
asked about balancing the bud- 
get is as follows: 

This year’s budget was bal- 
anced by spending down 
$165,700 of reserves (equiva- 
lent to the revenue from a three 
cent tax hike). Future budgets 
will be even tighter as at least 
$30,000 more will be needed to 
operate the new community 
center and grants will likely be 
harder to get as the state and 
federal governments get stin- 
gier. How will you balance the 
budget? Increasing taxes? Cuts 
in what services? Increasing 
fees for any services? 


Here are the answers: 


Rodney Roberts 

The News Review’s figure of 
$30,000 more to operate the 
community center makes this 
budget issue seem simple. It’s 
not. Here are some figures to 

consider: Original estimate for 
a community center at Center 
School: $3,000,000, final cost: 
$5,577,962, projected opening 
cost for 95-96: $468,100; rev- 
enues estimated at $149,000. 
Thus a net operating cost of 
$319,100. 

Do I want to raise taxes? 
NO. Is it fair to cut other ba- 
sic city services to pay for the 
community center? NO. Do I 
want to reduce our emergency 
reserves to pay for a commu- 
nity center? NO. The commu- 
nity center must pay for itself. 
One possibility presently being 
pursued is to get a significant 
return on the $700,000 the city 
pays in county recreation taxes 
to fund the community center 
operating cost (Greenbelt funds 
its own recreation department). 


Antoinette M. Bram 

The spending down of re- 
serves was actually the spend- 
ing of unexpected revenues 
from the 1994-1995 budget. 
Through cost containment prac- 
tices, the reserves swelled from 
the 9.5% budgeted to 11.8%. 
Thus, when there were unmet 
needs Council had some flex- 
ibility from the previous year, 
The 1995-96 budget still saw 
an increase in reserves from 
9.5% budgeted in 1994-95 to 
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10.4% budgeted in 1995-96. 
We hope for better than bud- 


-geted revenues while we look 


at other temporary and perma- 
nent solutions for tough-times 
budgeting. The replacement 
budget may have to experience 
slowdown and low priority 
Capital Improvement projects 
may have to be reevaluated, de- 
layed or cut, until the local 
economy improves. The City 
of Greenbelt has a sound bud- 
get process and through this 
process I believe we can avoid 
raising taxes. 


Valerie Siegel | 

While it is true that the state 
and federal governments are 
tightening their purse strings, it 
is also true that grants are 
available in critical areas such 
as domestic violence. 
Greenbelt must continue to be 
aggressive in securing such 
grants. In addition, volunteer 
projects can be designed to 
maintain our quality of life at 
reduced cost. Community ser- 
vice projects might also greatly 
reduce or eliminate the need for 
$120,000 budgeted for tempo- 
rary help to assist the Public 
Works staff. The way we do 
business must be constantly re- 
evaluated to determine where 
costs can be reduced. A meri- 
torious example of this, sug- 


gested by a Greenbelt citizen, is 


the method and frequency of 
refuse collection in light of our 
excellent recycling results. Be- 
cause our taxes have already 
increased notwithstanding lower 
assessments, property tax in- 
creases must be a last resort. 
We should first increase fines, 
forfeitures, user fees and fees 
for licenses. 


Judith F. Davis 

Despite the spend down, FY 
96 maintains a reserve of 
11.8%, a healthy amount. In 
order to balance FY 97, I am 
prepared to tackle the difficult 
choices that must be made. I 
count on knowledgeable, caring 
citizens to tell me what their 
distinctions are among “must 
do,” “should do,” and “desir- 
able” to preserve our quality of 
life. As a homeowner and tax- 
payer, I will be prudent and 
will continue to seek cost-sav- 
ing measures and alternative 
revenue sources. We have ob- 
ligations for personnel, opera- 
tions, and capital improvements, 
notably the Community Center. 
The Aquatic and Fitness Center 
is nearly self-sustaining; the 
Community Center must be- 
come so. Rental and user fees 
must be configured to offset the 
predicted net operating cost of 
$319,000. The budget process, 
beginning early next year, is 
open to the public - you are 
welcome to call me at 345- 
3243 to express your views. 


Thomas X. White 


The use of reserves was criti- 
cal in balancing this year’s bud- 
get. Council was divided on the 
tax increase necessary to balance 
the budget. Two members sup- 
ported a 4 cent increase, 2 mem- 
bers supported 2 cents and 1 
member, 3 cents. Though I sup- 

‘ported a 4 cent increase, my 
compromise of 3 cents was 
adopted. 

My opposition to a 2 cent in- 
crease was based on: 

« Estimated net expenditures 
for the “Community Center” are 
$265,000. 

¢ Reserve funds should not be 
used to fund recurring expenses. 

« Using reserves to soften the 
blow this year only defers the 
pain until next year. 

It is easy to say, “I will not 
raise taxes”—but if you boast of 
your commitment to renovate a 
historic building into a multi-gen- 
erational “Community Center,” 
and take credit for an aggressive 
fight against crime, you should 
be prepared to make the neces- 
sary, hard fiscal decisions. I am! 


Edward Putens 

For four years, the Council 
has faced some of the hardest 
budget decisions in City history. 
I have applied two overriding 
priorities. 

1. Don’t reduce the level of 
services 

2. Don’t eliminate any City 
employee’s job.. 

City employees have been do- 
ing more with the same or re- 
duced resources. Expanded criti- 
.cal services, especially police, 
have required slight tax in- 
creases. 

We have excelled at cost con- 
tainment while improving pro- 
ductivity, for which City staff de- 
serve credit. The City previously 
restructured its debt to pay 
within 12 years instead of 20. 

The downward property as- 
sessments are a major problem. 
The state may contribute less fol- 
lowing federal cutbacks. The 
Community Center adds some 
costs, but should become largely 
self-supporting. 

The County has frozen its 
municipal tax differential to 
keep more of your money. 
Council members have taken 
the County to court on your be-

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Historian Asks the Question 
Is Greenbelt Really Great?

Greenbelters who for years 
have proudly worn those 
“Greenbelt Is Great” T-shirts, 
could scarcely avoid being in- 
trigued by the title of guest lec- 
turer Dr. Cathy Knepper’s talk on 
October 19. Speaking in the city 
council chamber at a program 
sponsored by the Friends of the 
Greenbelt Museum (FOGM), 
Knepper explored the subject “Is 
Greenbelt Really Great? An 
Historian’s View.” 

A prize-winning scholar and 
self-described planning historian, 
Knepper drew on her dissertation 
research in the American Studies 
Department at the University of 
Maryland to explore what she de- 
scribed as “the meaning behind 
the objects” found in Greenbelt. 
Her dissertation title was “The 
Gospel According to Greenbelt: 
Community Life in Greenbelt, 
Maryland, 1935-1990.” 

Although she has spoken fre- 
quently about Greenbelt at plan- 
ning conferences and other ven- 


ues, Knepper said this was the 
first time she had addressed an 
audience of people who probably 
knew more than she did about 
the subject. She particularly 
thanked Betty Allen, Tom Simon, 
and Dorothy Lauber for the assis- 
tance they had provided while 
she was doing her research. 


Ideals to Promulgate 

Using slides illustrating the 
Lenore Thomas friezes on the 
front facade of the Community 
Building, formerly the Greenbelt 
Center Elementary School, 
Knepper showed how the sepa- 
rate units of their design depicted 
phrases from the Preamble to the 
U. S. Constitution. During the 
crisis of the Great Depression, 
she pointed out, governmental 
leaders were going back to the 
nation’s founding ideals. 

At the same time, a major 
purpose in establishing the three 
greenbelt towns was to provide 
employment. In fact, approxi-

Debate on Current Issues 
Lively at Candidates Night

The six candidates for city 
council met again to discuss 
election issues at the Candi- 
dates Night sponsored by Citi- 
zens for Greenbelt and the 
Greenbelt Greens on Tuesday, 
October 17. While the candi- 
dates largely agreed on most 
development issues, some dif- 
ferences began to emerge 
among them. 

Secession 

One of the most unusual is- 
sues in this campaign came 
from Valerie Siegel, the only 
challenger to the five incum- 
bents. She has called for look- 
ing into seceding from Prince 
Georges County. Alan Turnbull 
asked the candidates for their 
reaction to. that and to the 
county’s poor image. 

Siegel clarified that she is 
not yet advocating secession, 
but instead saying it is some- 
thing the city should investi- 
gate. However, this suggestion 
got little support from her fel- 
low candidates. 

Judith Davis was perhaps 
most blunt. “We need to get 
real here.” Greenbelt cannot se- 
cede, she said. Providing 
schools and other services cur- 
rently provided by the county 
government would be much 
more expensive on the city’s 
smaller scale. A better ap- 
proach than secession, she said, 
was council’s effort to gain 
greater planning and zoning 
powers. 

Rodney Roberts argued that 
Greenbelt needs to be a part of 
the county in order to influence 
what is going on around it. 
The problem with the rest of 


the county, he argued, was that 
others did not heed the lessons 
learned from planning and 
building Greenbelt. 

Thomas White said that what 
the county really needed was a 
better deal from the neighbor- 
ing counties. 

Edward Putens charged that 
the negative comments about 
the county reflect a racist atti- 
tude and “I’m tired of it.” He 
pointed out incidents of violent 
crime in even some of the most 
prestigious areas of other coun- 


ties. 


Antoinette Bram, thanking 
Turnbull for not calling it “P.G. 
County,” pointed out that the 
county government is not her 
purview. She felt that the best 
approach was to gain greater 
independence in planning and 
zoning and noted that she 
worked on a task force on the 
issue. 


' Budget 
One of the questions posed 


_ by the sponsors was how the 


candidates would change the 


city’s budget. Siegel supported 


small, across the board cuts, if 
cuts are necessary. Calling one - 
area of the city budget more 
important than another is “ludi- 
crous,” she said. Both she and 
Davis called for exploring the 
Recycling Committee's propos- 
als for either “pay as you 
throw” trash fees or reducing 
collections to just once per 
week. 

- White said that over the past 
10 years taxes have increased 
an average of three cents per 


year, which he called ‘a toler-

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A Matter of Ivy 


In the October 19 issue of 
the News Review, the meeting 
of the GHI board of Directors 
was reported which included a 
request of a member to retain 
- ivy on her house because she 
personally could not remove it 
and she couldn’t afford to pay 
to have it removed. 

Recently, the GHI Board 
passed a regulation which no 
longer permits ivy or other 
creeping vines on GHI homes. 
This is a regulation I support. 
Extensive research by the GHI 
staff indicated that such plants 
can attach to mortar joints and 
other parts of the buildings 
with resulting costly damage. 

The reason I supported an 
exception to regulation, which 
incidentally was passed by the 
Board, was not in opposition to 
the new regulation but on a 
larger issue. It was not disputed 
that an earlier regulation 
permitted ivy and other vines 
on buildings and that the mem- 
ber was not in violation of the 
then current regulation. It is my 
position that members who had 
approval of the Coop under ex- 
isting regulations or other ac- 
tions of the Board should not 
be required to comply with sub- 
sequent action of the Board 
which would reverse the origi- 
nal approval. . 

It was cited that all versions 
of the Mutual Home Owners 
Contracts indicate that the Coop 
had the authority to change reg- 
ulations when appropriate. That 
was not the issue. It is my con- 
tention that of course the Board 
has the authority and should 
change a regulation when it 
was in the best interests of the 
coop and the membership. 
However, it is my firm belief 
that when such a new regula- 
tion is passed it has effect only 
On actions initiated on or after 
the date of approval of the new 
regulation. Not to recognize this 
principle would destroy the 
confidence of the membership 
in the integrity of any approval 
given by the coop to any mem- 
ber for any purpose. That any 
such approvals could be re- 
versed by the Board even at 
cost or inconvenience to the 
member. 

At the next meeting of the 
board another member re- 
quested an exception to the new 
ivy regulation. This was disap- 
proved by a majority of the 
Board. 

All members of the board 
recognized the problem that this 
created, namely the inconsis- 
tency of our actions. After con- 
sulting with management as to 
its feasibility I made a motion 
that the GHI staff remove ivy 
and other creeping vines from 
GHI homes at no cost to mem- 
bers, at such times as staff em- 
ployees were cleaning gutters 
or were in the area for other 
reasons. This we were assured 
would not result in additional 
cost to all members. This mo- 
tion was approved by the 
Board. 

A small number of members 
were cited in the yard inspec- 
tion program because of the 
existence of ivy. Many of them 
have removed the ivy them- 
selves. I applaud them for rec- 
Ognizing the necessity for this 
regulation.

George Cooper Reeves, 87, 
died at Washington Adventist 


- Hospital on Oct. 17, after com- 


plications from a fall, including 
renal failure. He had been hos- 
pitalized one month. 

Mr. Reeves was born and 
raised in Columbus, Indiana 
where his. parents owned and 
operated a furniture business. 
Upon graduation from high 
school, he attended Depauw 
University on a fellowship, then 
transferred to Indiana Univer- 
sity when the family moved to 
Bloomington, IN. He received 
his B.S. degree in English in 
1929 and his Doctorate of Phi- 
losophy in 1935, both from In- 
diana U. While working toward 


his doctorate degree, he also at- 
tended the Cincinnati Bible 


Seminary and studied abroad in 
Italy and Scotland. In later 
years, his continued interest in 
education took him and Mrs. 
Reeves to several Elderhostels. 

Mr. Reeves taught philoso- 
phy for several years in Los 
Angeles in the late 30’s. It 
was there that he met his future 
wife, Elsie Thayer Birch. They 
married in 1940 shortly after 
coming to the Washington, D.C.

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Royal Jade: Dining Delight

Many of us remember the 
China Pearl restaurant when it 
first opened in the Crestar Bank 
building on Hanover Parkway 
about 15 years ago. It was a re- 
freshing change from the many 
featureless Chinese restaurants 
that clutter shopping malls. The 
large windows provide lots of 
natural light, which can be very 
romantic in the evening when the 
waning sun’s rays stream 
through. The pastel, wall cover- 
ings, mirrors and the turquoise 
colored mural with mermaids 
gliding along one wall provide a 
tranquil setting for a pleasurable 
dining experience. The menu in 
those early days was half Chi- 
~ nese, half Indonesian. Many of 
dishes were flavored with spicy 
curry or coconut. 

As the years passed, dining at 
the China Pearl became less and 
less enjoyable. The ambiance re- 
mained, but the quality and prepa- 
ration of the food declined, The 
Indonesian menu was dropped, and 
the other menu items became no 
better than ordinary Chinese carry- 
out. So it was with great expecta- 
tions that we noted the entrance of 
Royal Jade, a new Chinese restau- 
rant in the same location. Much 
of the interior furnishings are the 
same, although the chairs and rug 
are looking a little worn. A fresh 
coat of paint, new wallpaper in 
shades of mauve and blue, and 
other decorative improvements 
have been made. 

The new owners, Jonathan 
Shen and Lynn Tu, are gracious 
and eager to please. Menu items 


Midweek Prayer Service (Wed.) 


are interchangeable. Tu notes with 
pride the freshness and high qual- 
ity of all the ingredients that go 
into the preparation of the Hunan 
and Szechuan style dishes. 

Diners are encouraged to offer 
their suggestions and comments. 
Those who prefer a fiery Szechuan 
red sauce or a milder Hunan 
brown sauce, or no sauce at all, 
may order according to the dictates 
of their palate. 

The menu features many cus- 
tomary entrees, such as General 
Tso’s Chicken, Kung Pao Shrimp, 
beef with a myriad of vegetable 
choices—tomato, broccoli, snow 
peas, spring onions or mixed veg- 
etables. Of course, there are sweet 
and sour pork, Moo Shu Pork, and 
Hunan Pork. There are also the 
usual rice and noodle dishes such 
as fried rice and lo mein. 


Specialties 

There are 16 more unusual 
dishes under the title of “Chef’s 
Recommendation.” They include 
crispy Long Island Duck, Lobster 
and Fruits Sauteed, Beef Marco 
Polo, and Taiwan Shrimp Balls. 
We tried two of the Chef’s Rec- 
ommendations. The Bird’s Nest 
Combination is a modestly priced 
trio of scallops, jumbo shrimp and 
chicken with vegetables. It arrives 
at the table in a showy fried potato 
basket. The succulent scallops and 
shrimp were perfectly cooked. 

I tried the Royal Jade Three 
Flavors, a huge festive platter piled 
with Shrimp Szechuan, chicken 
with garlic and beef with snow 
peas, enough food for at least two 
people to share. The spicy red

sauce waSa.combination of to- 
mato, garlic, chili pepper and other 
flavorings. The chef uses -jicama, 
a kind of Chinese potato, ina 
number of dishes. It is a crunchier 
version of the typical water chest- 
nut. The appetizers we tried were 
the deep fried shrimp balls and 


steamed dumplings. Both were 


excellent; though I would have 
preferred a more delicate wrapper 
for the dumplings. 

~The Royal Jade offers a stan- 
dard $5:25. business lunch and 
daily dinner specials ranging from 
$7.95 for chicken and-$9. 95 for 


seafood. There is also an ex- 
tensive “green” menu for vege- 
tarians, and a separate party room 
for large groups. I think most 
people who patronize Royal Jade 
will be pleased by the menu | 
choices, the quality of the prepara- 
tion, and the gracious ambiance.

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GHI Board Votes to Remove 
Ivy from Cited Homes 


by Mary Moien 

Ivy on the home; linking 
with Internet; a resales commit- 
tee marketing proposal and the 
1996 budget highlighted the 
October 19 meeting of 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. A deci- 
sion was made that GHI would 
be responsible for the removal 
of ivy on homes that have been 
cited in the current inspection. 
The board gave permission to 
the Resales Committee to place 
a series of ads in a county 
newspaper. The proposed 1996 
budget was passed out, with 
hearing scheduled for the next 
several weeks. As proposed, 
there will be an average in- 
crease in member charges of 
2.4% for frame homes; 3.5% 
for masonry homes; and 0.6% 
for the larger homes. 


IVY 

Discussion at this meeting 
culminated several meetings of 
debate and opposing decisions 
in the area of the need for 
members to remove ivy grow- 
ing on their homes. One mem- 
ber was recently granted an ex- 
tension to remove ivy, while a 
decision could not be reached 
on a second request. After sub- 
stantial discussion again, board 
member Nat Shinderman pro- 
posed that GHI remove the ivy 
at the cooperative’s expense. 
After more debate, the final 
motion which was approved 
provides that GHI will remove 
ivy from homes and garages 
that have been cited in this in- 
spection. GHI will repair any 






structural damage but the mem- 
ber will be responsible for any 
painting necessary. Ivy will no 
longer be allowed to grow on 
homes and, for any new homes 
cited, the member will be re- 
sponsible for ivy removal.

ED PUTENS ON A PLAN 
FOR GREENBELT WEST 


Few things are more important for Greenbelt's future than what happens to the part of the City 
west of Kenilworth Avenue. Are you wondering why you should care? Do you read the weekly 
News Review police reports? Do you use the Metro station? Do you ever shop at Beltway Plaza? 
If so, you have every reason to care. 








RESPONSIBLE METRO DEVELOPMENT. Metro planners favor high density development around 
Metro stations. Unfortunately, A.-H Smith, owner of land adjoining the Metro site, has proposed 
a massive development including 2 million square feet of office space, 700-800 housing units, a 
hotel, and a retail area 3/4 the size of Beltway Plaza, primarily in a floodplain area. Metro and the 
County have largely cooperated with Smith. Every Greenbelt citizen should take this proposal 
as a major threat. This is a real ‘LULU’ (Locally Undesirable Land Use). 


It is unrealistic to expect no new development around Metro, but let’s evaluate possible impacts 
on Springhill Lake, Beltway Plaza, traffic capacity, the environment, and crime rates. The City 
should take the lead, not wait for other people and special interests to make decisions for us. We 
should develop a bold, comprehensive, integrated plan. 


ENVIRONMENTAL RESTORATION. | support efforts of the Anacostia Watershed Society and 
other local citizens to preserve as much as possible of the natural environment in the Metro 
area and to clean up Indian Creek. 


REDEVELOPING SPRINGHILL LAKE. Springhill Lake once had a significant core of long-term 
residents along with university students and others. Many of those longer-term residents have 
moved out. A relatively high percentage of our crime is now committed there. Being located next 
to a major shopping center does not help. Meanwhile, the apartments are nearly 40 years old. 


| believe we can make effective, major changes. Springhill Lake is now under new ownership, and 
a dialogue is beginning. Here are a few ideas: 


— 


. As the buildings are aging, some could be replaced in the foreseeable future. The Gity should 
encourage a major revitalization--soon. 


2. A massive apartment complex housing 
transient residents is no longer in the 
interests of this city or any city. Let’s 
encourage the new owners to rehabil- 
itate or build units as condominiums 
and multi-story townhouses, so as to 
retain more of the community-oriented 
residents and attract new residents who 
will have a stronger sense of community.

. The 1950s low-rise garden-style apartments are an inefficient use of land. | would consider 
allowing some new buildings to be high-rise, so as to increase green space and recreation areas. 
Some current buildings could be replaced with retail and commercial office facilities. 


4. To deter crime in this vulnerable and too-easily-accessible area, some new buildings should be 
built using courtyards, cul-de-sacs, and other design strategies which limit vehicle access. 


IMPROVING BELTWAY PLAZA. The right plan for Metro and a revitalized Springhill Lake will 
also help Beltway Plaza. This includes the possibility of attracting upscale stores and clienteles like 
those often associated with Montgomery County. This would provide better shopping 
opportunities and increase tax revenue to the City.

able benchmark,” and he did 
not expect that significantly 
larger increases would be 
needed. 

Davis noted that federal cut- 
backs will have a domino effect 
through the state and county 
budgets down to the city. We 
need, she said, to continue to 
fight with lobbying and court 
actions, for our fair share. 
Greenbelt should get as much 
as any other area of the county. 

Most of the incumbents 
noted the pressures the new 
community center puts on the 
city budget. Roberts argued 
most strongly, saying that in 
approving the facility, citizens 
agreed to pay a certain amount 
of taxes to finance it. Now, he 
said, the “time to pay the piper 
is coming near...[ am not going 
to let the community center de- 
tract from other city services, 
period.” 

Davis called for making sure 
that the center becomes as busy 
and self supporting as possible. 
She saw the city pools (which 
in the last budget year recouped 
an estimated 82 percent of their 
Operating costs) as a good 
model for the community cen- 
ter. 

Putens also called for mak- 
ing those who use the center 
pay for it through user fees, in 
addition to seeking additional 
grants. 

In other approaches to the 
budget crunch, Davis noted that 
some capital projects and 
needed staff increases may have 
to be postponed while Bram 
suggested that the amount set 
aside each year for capital 
projects (currently equivalent to 
five cents on the city tax rate) 
may have to be reduced until 
budget pressures decrease. The 
mayor noted her reluctance to 
support a tax increase last year, 
and said that her position was 
much the same this year. 
Putens said that he does not yet 
know how he would approach a 
budget deficit, but promised to 
be fair to all departments. 


TRIM 

Although several left open 
the possibility of further in- 
creases in city tax rates, in re- 
sponse to a question from Keith 
Jahoda five of the six candi- 
dates opposed any changes to 
the county’s tax cap, known as 
TRIM. White simply stated 
that “I won’t support efforts to 
repeal TRIM.” Roberts called 
the county's budget troubles the 
result of “promise you every- 
thing” politics, and opposed 
giving the county the means to 
spend additional tax revenues, 
Putens closely echoed him, say- 
ing that the county has to learn 
to live within its budget. Rais- 
ing the cap would give the 


county free rein to raise taxes 


and “I don’t trust them.” 

Bram cited. county cutbacks 
in funds passed on to the city, 
and said Greenbelt cannot af- 
ford to have TRIM changed. 
Valerie Siegel, although ac- 
knowledging that she thinks 
TRIM “ill-conceived,” said that 
until voters decide to change it, 
politicians need to leave it 
alone. She also charged that 
the county government does not 
properly manage its money. 

Davis stood alone in arguing 
that TRIM may need to be 
changed. The county is facing 
the same cost increases as the 
city, and as a county school- 


teacher, she said that she has 
seen how TRIM has harmed the 
schools. 

Eunice Coxon challenged 
Davis’s statements, saying that 
the school board, not TRIM, is 
the problem. She asked 
Davis—"Don’t you think that 
you're well paid?” 

Davis acknowledged that 
TRIM was not the sole problem 
facing the school system. But, 
she said, “I’m afraid I will 
have to say that teachers are 
not paid adequately.” 

Although moderator Barry 
Schlesinger generalized the 
question for all candidates, no 
one accepted his invitation to 
answer. 


Future Development 

The sponsors asked the can- 
didates to address development 
on BARC, as well as in 
Greenbelt East. All six candi- 
dates opposed future develop- 
ment on BARC and the exten- 
sion of Kenilworth Avenue. 

White and Davis noted that, 
in White’s terms, “the die is 
pretty well cast” for develop- 
ment in Greenbelt East. How- 
ever, White called for continued 
slow growth and completion of 
existing properties. He said 
that he would continue to fight 
to retain the school board sites 
on Mandan Road as open space 
and take realistic steps to ac- 
quire other open space. 

Davis called for continuing 
to work to keep development 
within the city’s vision at a 
density as low as possible, with 
as little traffic impact as pos- 
sible, and “as much landscaping 
and open space as we can get.” 

Siegel and Roberts took 
harder lines. Siegel said “I will 
oppose” any new development 
anywhere in the city and will 
actively work to block it. Rob- 
erts would not support any de- 
velopment that will subtract 
from the quality of life in the 
immediate area or the city as a 
whole. 

Bram cited council’s past ac- 
tions challenging development 
proposals in order to protect 
green space and livability. 
“This will not change with 
me,” she promised. Regarding 
Greenbelt East, she said her vi- 
sion is “as simple as can be” - 
we do not need growth and de- 
velopment in Greenbelt East. 
We need to protect what we 
have and keep this city livable 
and traffic manageable. 

Putens said that he would 
consider office space at a lower 
density for the property previ- 
ously known as Sunrise (near 
the Holiday Inn). He, like ev- 
ery other candidate who men- 
tioned it, opposed changing the 
covenants on the Commerce 
Center III site to allow restau- 
rant construction. 


Jaeger Tract 

Jean Snyder, of Friends of 
Greenbelt Park, asked the can- 
didates what they would do to 
support the group’s efforts to 
incorporate the Jaeger tract into 
the park. 

Davis noted that council is 
already on record supporting 
the group. She pledged that, as 
a councilmember, she would 
continue to lobby for this goal. 

Roberts pledged to continue 
to be a very outspoken advo- 
cate for the natural environ- 
ment. He noted, however, that 
it will be difficult to get the 








federal government to acquire 
the tract, given current realities. 
Bram promised to continue to 
work with the federal govern- 
ment and others to keep the 
property green. 

Putens opposed making the 
tract part of the federal park 
without guarantees that it would 
stay green. He favored, in- 
stead, looking into the possibil- 
ity of the city purchasing the 
land. Siegel, on the other 


‘hand, supported federal owner- 


ship — “They don’t have the 
money to develop it.” 

White supported efforts to 
keep the rest of the tract green, 
although he suggested that state 
and county help may be re- 
quired. He said that it may be 
possible to persuade “right 
minds” to acquire the parcel for 
parkland, but it will take time.

Stadium 

In response to Ruth Bond’s 
question of why, council has not 
taken a position on the pro- 
posed Redskins stadium in 
Landover, Putens, Bram, and 
Davis agreed to put the item on 
council’s next agenda. (White 
and Roberts expressed opposi- 
tion to the stadium, but did not 
specifically address taking a 
position, once it was clear it 
would be on the next agenda.) 


City Woodlands 

Doug Love asked whether 
the candidates supported build- 
ing wooden bridges over the ra- 
vines in the city woodlands be- 
tween Ridge Road and the Bal- 
timore Washington Parkway. 
Roberts recalled that after sev- 
eral studies, council decided to 
leave the land in its natural

state. Citizens need an area 
where they can “have a little 
adventure,” he said. He also 
pointed out that making im- 
provements could increase the 
city’s liability. White simply 
stated, to some laughter, that 
over the past few years “I have 
come to agree with Mr. Rob- 
erts.” 

Putens also was concerned 
about potential liability, and 
noted that there are trails 
there—we don’t need to create 
more. Davis said that in the 
future, council may wish to re- 
examine the issue, after the 
area has “healed.” Bram noted 
that once the city starts main- 
taining an area, it assumes a re- 
sponsibility to continue, which 
has budget implications. 

Siegel said “there’s no con-

troversy here.” 


Public Transit 

Nancy Gannon asked what 
the candidates would do to en- 
courage greater use of public 
transportation. Most of the in- 
cumbents mentioned the shuttle 
study conducted by the county. 
While they were interested in 
the proposal, the main obstacle 
was lack of funding. White, 
Putens, and Siegel noted that 
the city does run the “Greenbelt 
Connection” program, which 
Putens called “worth every 
penny.” White called for press- 
ing Metro to make changes, 
such as smaller buses and dif- 
ferent work rules to allow it to 
better serve the city. He also 
suggested that the new 
intergenerational services ex- 
change program could be a way 
of matching drivers and those 
needing rides. 

Siegel noted that it is diffi- 
cult to convince any community 
to spend money where there is 
no apparent need. She sug- 
gested using the community 
center bus as a “stepping off 
point” to develop the Greenbelt 
Connection “to the max.” 
However, she said the city was 
probably a “long way” from 
any major transportation sys- 
tem. 

Roberts cited the need to 
change the mindset of citizens 
and officials. He argued that 
elected officials should stop 
spending millions on major 
highway projects, and direct the 
money instead to public trans- 
portation and pedestrian im- 
provements.

Should City Seek Powers 
From County Government? 


This is the fourth article pro- 
viding readers with the re- 
sponses of candidates for the 
city council to questions posed 
by the News Review. The sub- 
ject for this question concerns 
the possibility of the city 
assuming more powers. In an- 
other article in this issue, we 
provide the answers to the 
question we raised on balancing 
the city budget. The full ques- 
tion asked about assuming more 
powers is as follows: 

The city has been assuming 
various powers and responsibili- 
ties from the county (such as 
code enforcement). What, if 
any, additional powers should 
the city seek? What benefits 
would assuming these powers 
have? What risks would they 
pose? 


Here are the answers: 


Antoinette M. Bram 

During July and August of 
1995, I was appointed by Dele- 
gate Hubbard to a State Sum- 
mer Study, along with the May- 
ors of Bowie and College Park, 
to construct suggested legisla- 
tion that would allow these cit- 
ies, including Greenbelt, to be- 
gin the process of our own 
planning and zoning authority. 
Greenbelt never has had a final 
say in development decisions, 
since the authority for zoning 
belongs to the County. We 
have not agreed with County 
decisions which adversely affect 
our City. Those best able to 


determine their destiny are 


those municipalities with the 
expertise to plan effectively. 
We pay over a half million dol- 
lars to the County Park and 
Planning, which we could bud- 


destiny. 


get wisely ourselves if we as- 
sumed our own planning and 
zoning, or incremental parts of 
it. The incremental steps to- 
ward the final goal will help 
the County as well as the City 
to adjust to the new authority 
slowly. 


Valerie Siegel 

The citizens of Greenbelt 
live every day with the zoning 
decisions of non-resident, non- 
interested zoning commission- 
ers. 3 

We must be relentless in our 
pursuit of our own zoning 
authority. One way to improve 
our negotiating position on this 
issue is to launch a no-cost fea- 
sibility study into the risks and 
benefits of becoming autono- 
mous of any county, just as the 
City of Baltimore is autono- 
mous of any county. [Legal re- 
search can be done by interns 
under my supervision, and fi- 
nancial planning can be done 
by accounting interns under the 
supervision of city staff.] Dur- 
ing the study phase, the Prince 
George’s Delegation in Annapo- 
lis might be more inclined to 
support our request for zoning 
authority in lieu of losing our 
entire tax base. Similarly, 
double taxation by the county 
for services neither used by nor 
needed in Greenbelt should 
cease, for the same reason. 


Thomas X. White 

In addition to controls we al- 
ready have, I favor legislation 
that would increase Greenbelt’s 
authority over planning and 
zoning. This is based on the 
strategic vision that Greenbelt 
should be in control of its own 
It is a “Home Rule” 
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issue and, in my view, a logical 
extension of the powers we al- 
ready exercise. 

The vision for Greenbelt in- 
cludes: 

* Municipal planning authority. 

* Control over development 
review process, 

* Site plan review and ap- 
proval., 

¢ Sign review and approval. 

* Veto over zoning that vio- 
lates adopted master plan. 

The major benefit is that 
Greenbelt would have more 
control over its built and natu- 
ral environment. Because 
organizations or individuals 
wishing to alter that environ- 
ment would have to seek per- 
mission from Greenbelt, these 
powers would generally be sup- 
ported through permit fees. 

The only risk is if Greenbelt 
did not do it well. Look 
around, Has the county done it 
well? 


Rodney Roberts 

We should continue to seek 
complete planning and zoning 
authority for our city. The 
benefit would be that we would 
have control of our own des- 
tiny. I believe the current plan- 
ning and zoning mechanism, 
the Regional District Act, is se- 
riously flawed and is slanted in 
favor of developers. A perfect 
example is the recent decision 
by the County Council to grant 
a “special deal” to Redskins 
owner, Jack Kent Cooke so he 
can build a new stadium on 
property that was supposedly 
purchased by the county for 
open space. My only fear is 
that, in the future, developers 
could try to influence city elec- 
tions the way they do now in 
county elections. 


Judith F. Davis 
City enforcement of code 
regulations maintains the value 
of our homes. The city is 


seeking zoning and planning 
authority currently under county 
control. As chairperson of the 
Advisory Planning Board in the 
early ‘80’s, I was incensed 
when a site plan negotiated by 
the city was later changed by 
the county. The city needs to 
control its own destiny. Last 
year, state legislation granting 
Greenbelt zoning authority was 
introduced, then held while the 
county and Greenbelt tried un- 
successfully to work out differ- 
ences. This year we are going 
for part of our goal, trying to 
acquire signage and variance 
approval and the requirement of 
a super-majority vote of the 
County Council to overrule the 
city’s wishes pertaining to fu- 
ture development. There are no 
risks in this—only a chance for 
Greenbelt to determine its own 


_ future in the area of growth and 


development, especially around 


the Metro station. 


Edward Putens 

The question misleads some- 
what. The City has assumed 
only code enforcement powers, 
plus sediment control responsi- 
bility from the State. Potentially 
more important than either is 
our quest for full City control 
of planning and zoning, like 
Laurel and most other Maryland 
municipalities. This is a mu-

management will continue. 





nicipal home rule issue. Cur- 
rently we can influence deci- 
sions, and usually do, but the 
County Council has final au- 
thority. 

We are prepared. We al- 
ready have planning and zoning 
policies and procedures, plus a 
good planning staff and Advi- 
sory Planning Board. We 
would charge fees, as the 
County does, and recover a ma- 
jor portion of the costs. 

In general, I do not favor as- 
suming more County 
responsibilities, as we already 
pay the County. for these ser- 
vices. To handle them our- 
selves would mean double taxa- 
tion. I would reluctantly make 
an exception only if the County 
fails to meet a responsibility 
critical to Greenbelt, as with 
code enforcement.

This summer Mom and I 
made a quick tour of two of 
Canada’s Maritime Provinces. 
We had many experiences in a 
half-French country headed by a 
European queen, but we found 
one thing very much like home: 
Co-ops! 

We had driven until midnight 
to reach the motel at the 
Hopewell Rocks on the Bay of 
Fundy, The next day, after I 
explored a small cave with 
three barefoot French people, 


we headed for the city of 


Moncton to see the “magnetic 
Hill” attraction. I noticed sev- 
eral Canadian flags in front of a 
large building labeled CO-OP 
CENTRE. I thought at first 
that this was the regional head- 
quarters for all New Brunswick 
Co-ops but we discovered that 
the Co-op Centre Limited of 
Moncton is a three-store neigh- 
borhood grocery and general 
merchandise center. 

I also found out that there 
are different kinds of co-ops in 
Canada. The Co-op Centre we 
visited is a members-only Direct 
Charge store. We were allowed 
to make purchases as we were 
“on holiday” and not shopping 
there regularly. Prices are said 
to be kept at wholesale rates, 
and each member is charged a 
monthly fee for upkeep of the 
store. They even offer 100 free 
litres of home heating oil for 
every new member you can sign 
up. (That’s only 25 gallons, 
and it goes fast up there.) 

The Co-op Centre is about 
twice the size of our Co-op gro- 
cery, with a full basement carry- 
ing clothing, hardware and 
small appliances. They also

Two Americans Discover _ 
Canadian Cooperatives 


have a gas bar, garden center, 
auto center, and sell heating oil. 
I couldn’t find any clothing to 
fit my large American frame but 
the groceries were extremely in- 
teresting. Milk comes in soft 
five-gallon bags, as well as the 
cardboard and plastic jugs we 
are used to. Local cider is not 
very good, and the only apples 
available in August were last 
year’s crop from Washington 
State. But we bought some 
most excellent “Fudgie-o’ cook- 
ies made by a Toronto affiliate 
of Nabisco, better than anything 
I have found down here. Many 
varieties of Campbell’s soups, 
especially those with lamb in 
them, are made in Canada. I 
wish I had bought a case of 
Pedigree dog food with lamb, 
when I found out how much 
Benjamin loves it. And our old 
favorite Co-op brands are avail- 
able in New Brunswick. 

Most American brands were 
higher than here, but not nearly 
as high as gasoline, which is 
$1.80 per liter at the gas bars. 
We had filled up in Calais, 
Maine, for $1.50/gallon. We 
found out that most Canadians 
do, too, when they come over 
to Maine to smuggle in ciga- 
rettes. 


Other Co-ops 

The people on the cover of 
the “Co-operatives: building a 
greater Moncton” looked dis- 
tinctly alien to me. I turned the 
pamphlet over, and sure enough, 
they are French. Cooperatives 
in the Moncton area include 
two administrative organiza- 
tions, the Atlantic Council of 
Co-Operatives and the Greater 
Moncton Co-operative Develop-

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ment Council, three grocery-gar- 
dening-feed stores (one of 
which is a conventional co-op 
like ours, which welcomes ev- 
eryone), a farmer’s market co- 
op, an insurance cooperative, 12 
credit unions and Caisses 
Populaires, a cooperative day 
care service, a cafeteria and pop 
services distribution center, six 
housing cooperatives and three 
senior developments with 367 
living units. 

The Reciprocal Shopping 
card also lists 29 co-ops outside 
of Moncton, but only lists the 
Co-Op Centre in Moncton. 
This indicates that the others in 
Moncton are probably conven- 
tional co-ops like ours and wel- 
come everyone. A one-page 
phone list shows about 50 other 
co-ops, mostly for farmers. I 
will have to go back up there in 
two years and find out. Be- 
sides, I want to visit some of 
Nova Scotia’s caves next time. 
They’re all sea caves and re- 
quire a lot of effort to enter. 

Another cultural adventure 
revolved around a soda can we 
bought at a “burger bar” in 
Nova Scotia. We stopped for 
lunch at the southern end of the 
peninsula, on our way from 
“The Ovens Natural Park” 
campground and sea cave col- 
lection to another sea cave on 
the Bay of Fundy. The “Burger 
bar” had a sign saying, “Sorry, 
no clams today.” So when we 
went in and sat down, I asked 
the waitress, “No clams today?” 
She said, “No, sorry.” So I re- 
plied, “Well, I guess I'll have to 
use Canadian money then.” She 
laughed, and said, “You know, 
we don’t have dollar bills any

more, just these dollar coins 
with the loon on the back, 
which we call “loonies’, and 
two-dollar bills. But next year 
we're getting rid of the twos, 
and going to $2 coins.” I saw 
what she was waiting for, and 
replied, “It sounds like looney 
twones to me.” We all laughed, 
and I ordered a grape soda. 
She delivered a can that on one 
side said “Grape Crush,” but the 
side she showed me said “Rai- 
sin Crush.” She said it was 
French, so I had to ask if the 
French didn’t have grapes. 

For some reason, we didn’t 
get kicked out of there. Possibly 
because everyone in Nova 
Scotia is employed by the tour- 
ist industry. When we crossed 
the border from New 
Brunswick, there was a Scots- 
man playing bagpipes. When 
we went into the Tourist Infor- 
mation Centre, we saw another 
Scotsman taking a break. I told 
the three people helping me, “I 
see that you have Scotsmen in 
shifts!” Later I asked one of 
the pipers if they knew any of 
the newly famous Nova Scotia 
tunes, forgetting that they are 
mostly fiddle tunes. He said 
no, so I thanked him for sharing 
his Scotch music. 

I asked someone why all the 
stop signs said “Arrete.” I was 
told that there is a conservative 
politician named Arrete that 
they don’t want elected, so they 
are trying to prevent him from 
getting elected.

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Historian Talks

mately 18,000 people worked 
here, she said. After the town 
was built, approximately another 
18,000 people lived here. 
Greenbelt was laid out on plans 
developed by Hale Walker, con- 
sisting of 885 units in super- 
blocks. 

The concept of neighborhood 
units was utilized throughout, in- 
cluding the city’s expansion dur- 
ing the war years when the de- 
fense housing area was created. 
Fairly dense housing was made 
possible because of the green 
space separating neighborhoods 
and surrounding the city as a 
whole. Three thousand acres 
were included in the Greenbelt 
plan, of which 300 acres were 
used for housing. 

Another key element in the 
concept was the separation of pe- 
destrian and vehicular traffic, car- 
ried out primarily through the use 
of underpasses. Only local traf- 
fic was permitted within the 
neighborhoods. 

Unfortunately the Walker plan 
could not be fully carried out be- 
cause the greenbelt was lost, 


- Knepper pointed out. After the 


sale of the community by the 
federal government in 1953, the 
homeowners—through their hous- 
ing cooperative (now Greenbelt 
Homes Inc.)—sold off most of 
the undeveloped land to avoid 
paying taxes on it. Eventually 
most -f it was owned by one de- 
vel or, -narles Bresler; and zon- 
in. was controlled by Prince 


Georges County. The County | 


Commissioners had little interest 
in preserving the greenbelt con- 
cept. 

“The citizens fought back,” 
Knepper said, when County deci- 
sions tended to erode the plan- 
ning ideals upon which the city 
had been built. Having used the 
Greenbelt News Review as the 
major source for her research 
concerning those years, Knepper 
described the paper’s front page 
as “the Bresler page.” 

Nevertheless, the original con- 
cept of the town center as a place 
for people to congregate has been 
preserved, Knepper said. She 
noted how additional buildings, 
such as the food co-op, the doc- 
tors’ offices, the original swim- 
ming pool and the indoor pool, 
the municipal building, and the 
public library have all been lo- 
cated close to the original center 
mall. 

The neighborhood concept has 
been continued as well in the 
newer sections of Greenbelt East 
and in Springhill Lake, she 
pointed out. Major roads create 
definite boundaries of different 
neighborhoods and civic associa- 
tions carry on activities that 
“echo” those of old Greenbelt. 


The Cooperative Idea 
Another principle of the 
Greenbelt concept—that of coop- 
eratives—has been carried on as 
well, she said. Rexford Guy 
Tugwell, in some sense the “fa- 


ther” of Greenbelt, had a “pas- © 


sionate belief in cooperatives,” 
she continued. With funds pro- 
vided by department store execu- 
tive Edward Filene, a credit 
union, a gas station, a theatre, a 
grocery store and a dry cleaning 
establishment—all co-ops—were 
established in the first year. 
Since then citizen groups such as 
a health association, a cooperative 
nursery school and the newspaper 


_ were also founded. 


Early federal planners were 
also concerned with establishing 
town traditions, such as the 
Fourth of July program, the La- 
bor Day Festival, and the Festival 
of Lights. All these ideas of the 
early planners, except for the 
maintaining of the green belt, 
have been carried out, Knepper 
said. 

“How was that possible?” 
She contrasted Greenbelt with the 
two other greenbelt towns— 
Greenhills, Ohio and Greendale, 
Wisconsin, which have lost, or 
perhaps never developed, such 
traditions. 

She attributed Greenbelt’s suc- 
cess in maintaining its original 
ideals especially to the impact of 
the News Review. The staff of 
the paper encouraged these tradi- 
tions, constantly reminding the 
community of its unique history, 
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she noted. At moments like the 
deaths of Eleanor Roosevelt and 
FDR or of Rexford Tugwell, the 
News Review recounted their im- 
pact on the city’s history. Early 
“exhortations” by the paper in 
editorials were “the crucial ele- 
ment,” she said. 

The later creation of the 
Tugwell Room at the Greenbelt 
Library also made this history ac- 
cessible. And then of course the 
50th anniversary year with the 
public oral history collection and 
the pictorial history volume, with 
the later creation of the Greenbelt 
Museum, helped to keep the ide- 
als and the history alive. 


In a question period at the end 


of the program, Mary Clarke 
wondered why the cooperatives 


have persisted. “Can it be repli- 


cated [elsewhere]?” she asked. 
Knepper answered that the 
very questions on the original in- 
terview sheet for prospective rent- 
ers in 1937 played an important 
role. People were asked if they 
would be “very willing” or “not 
very willing” to participate in co-

ops. These traditions depend on 
“ftearned behavior,” she said. She 
noted how they have continued 
into the next generation with cur- 
rent teenagers, for example, tak- 
ing it upon themselves to petition 
the city council.
